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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 7/18/2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant argues Corey et al fail to teach "a method of recording an audio/video 
(A/V) signal" in pages 6-7 of the remark. The examiner disagrees. 

3. Corey et al teach in figure 7 and column 5, lines 30-57, Capturing and indexing 
the video data using the closed caption data. "Capturing" corresponds to "a method of 
recording an audio/video (A/V) signal" 

4. applicant argues Corey et al fail to teach "selecting a category item for the A/V 
signal" The examiner disagree. 

5. Corey et al teach in figure 7 and column 5, lines 30-57, Capturing and indexing 
the video data using the closed caption data. The system of Corey et al identifies the 
video data as "news" using the closed caption data, column 10, lines 5-19 also teaching 
that the video can also be identified as "movies, sports, entertainment... etc", which 
corresponds to "selecting a category item for the A/V signal"
